YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

IRELAND. 

Dublin, July .14. — During tho rioting 
at Belfast last night between Catholics 
and Protestants four taverns and a num- 
ber of dwelling houses were wrecked. Pol- 
ice uud soldiers charged the rioters sev- 
eral times, and at last succeeded in clear- 
ing the main streets. In the byways, 
however, dangerous knots of men are 
lurking and fears of a renewal of disturb- 
ances are entertained. Among those 
wounded last night was Sergeant Thought, 
who cannot recover. Constables and 
many civilians received severe wounds. 

The oity is quiet to day. The investiga- 
tion shows that most of tho fighting was 
done between the police and Orangemen, 
the latter ni tacking the officers because 
they were preventing tho Orangemen 
from attacking the Catholics. VYm. Gor- 
don, who was reported killed, is not dead, 
but fatally injured and lying at the point 
of death. Two civilians named McVVat- 
ers and MoElroy, wore shot dead. Fifteen 
persons are still in the hospitals suffering 
from injuries received during the riot last 
night. 

This morning the head constable of 
Waterford forced a private soldier to at- 
tempt the arrest of two Orangemen, fa- 
ther and aon. The latter shot and killed 
both the constable and the soldier. Tho 
situation at Waterford is serious. The 
streets are patrolled by police and cavalry. 



DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



IRELAND. 

Dublin, July 12.— An OrimgeBoiree 
was given in the Kotundu this even- 
ing and wan attended by 2,000 ,*er- 
sons. The hall was guarded by pol ce. 
Thousnnds of nationalists surrounded 
the building. Many placards were post- 
ed with the inscription: 

"Wo will pay you Orange dogs iu 
Irish coin. 

One long debt which Ireland owes 
all braggarts of the Boyne." 

At Armagh Major Saunders presid- 
ed over a gathering of 2,000 Orange- 
men. There was afterwards a proces- 
sion, the route of which was lined by 
600 polico and soldiers. Business was 
suspended. 

EASTERN" STATES. 
Pittsburg, July 12. — Some time 
ago the wife of John M. Duval 1, living 
in the suburban town of -M r. Washing 
ton, obtained a divorce, and on the 
same day married Jacob H. Jones. 
Duvall had no objection to the mar- 
riage. This evening Duvall went to 
Jones' and decoyed him, on pretense 
of a friendly visit, to 1 1 iu house, which 
stands near the. brow of a hill. In a 
stroll about the premises, Duvall led 
Jones back of an old barn which stands 
near by, and when safe from observa- 
tion and beyond the vision of any one 
seized a can of vitriol which he had 
concealed there for the purpose, and 
threw the liquid in tho face of his 
victim, who, totally disarmed by the 
apparent friendship of Duvall, went 
unprepared for such a murderous on- 
slaught. Joiiph fell to the ground, 
writhing in agony, while his ns.sailaut 
stood by gloating over his horrible 
work. After watching the sufferings 
of Jones until satisfied, Duvall went 
to the edge of the cliff, where there is 
a steep descent of .".00 feet, and shoot- 
ing himself through the head, fell head- 
long to the bottom.' lie was picked up 
and carried to a house near by, wht»re 
he iH still lying insensible, with no 
hope of recovery. Jones is in a verv 
serious condition, and if he recovera he 
will bo badly disfigured and totally 
blind.

London, July 14 — A docroe tUsi of di- 
vorce has been granted to Baron 11.

Tho evidence showed 
t!iat tho Baroness made an exceptionally 
long sojourn i n ihe continent for incontin- 
ent purpose?; obtain ug her husband's per- 
mission to go away from home by pre- 
tending that she was suffering from ill- 
health which required Alpine air. She 
alio, it was shown, mauaged to conceal 
the purpose of her visits to Tyrol which 
was to meot Baron Meeron, by hiring his 
castle. She gave him 8100,000 for tho 
use of it for a few years Before this 
Baron Meeron was in a. state of poverty. 
Baron DeWorma has boon awarded the 
custody of his throo children.

—A train carrying 
five hundred Orange excursionists fn m 
Kingston, on tho Grand Trunk, after 
passing Cumberland this morning, ran 
into an obstruction placed on the track 
on a sharp curve on an embankment, fifty 
fset high, with tho river a' the bottom.

Tho Oratigonion olai.n it 
was the work of their enemies. 

CHILI. 

Santiago i>k. GUM, (via Galveston) 
July 14 —The smallpox epidemic is be- 
coming worse every day. The disease 
provod fatal to sixty or seventy par cent, 
of persons attacked. On Saturday and 
Sunday last 27 casus of smallpox wore 
sent to tho hospital.

Washington, July 1 1.- -Represen- 
tative Boutelle of Maine, has received 
the following reply to his request that 
the stale department give immediate 
attention to the statement telegraphed 
him from Eastport that American 
boats were driven awav from St. An- 
drews, N. B., on Friday, by theDomin- 
iou cruiser: 

Dear Sir: 1 have just received .your 
telegram of this date, stating that you 
had a dispatch from Eastport, Me., 
that American boats after herring or 
sardines at St. Andrews, N. II, were 
driven away by the Dominion cruiser 
Middleton, with ' the announcement 
that no American boats will be allow- 
ed to take herring for any purpose; 
and to thisyqu invoke the attention of 
this department. On the 2nd of June 
last you called at this department, in 
company of Senator Hale of Maine, 
and then drew my attention to a aim- 
ilar threat or interference with the pur- 
chase of small herring for canning as 
sardines from Canadian waters. On 
the same day 1 made a representation 
of tho alleged threats to tho British 
minister at this capital, and drew his 
attention to the alleged violation of 
lawful commercial intercourse between 
British subjects in Canada and citizens 
of the United States, 1 was in hopes 
that further interference with recogniz- 
ed and legitimate trade would be pre- 
vented, but will again address the Brit- 
ish minister upon the subject. It will 
assist materially in all such cases of al 
leged violations of commercial rights if 
accurnte and full statements of all the 
facts in each case are presented and 
forwarded to this department, accom- 
panied by atlidavits. A great deal of 
loose rumor and sensational statements 
would be|thuB disposed of and tangible 
basis be laid for claims for compensa- 
tSn by the injured parties I have the 
honor to bo very respectfully yours!

HISTORIC ALL Y 1NC0IIRECT. 

Our morning contemporary is incor- 
root in hiB narration ol thu circumstances 
attending the visit of Mr. Edgar to this 
province. That ho is wilfully inaccurate 
goes without saying with anyone who 
knows the man and his habitual practice 
ol distorting factB. Mr. Edgar came hero 
at a lime when much popular oxcitemeut 
existed in thu province respecting the 
non-fulfilment of the torma of union. 
Ho proposed to build the Island railway 
immediately, and to build tiie mainland 
line na rapidly as the resources of the 
Dominion would admit. The offer was 
rejected by the provincial government 
and accepted by the leaders of the then 
opposition, who saw in the proposition a 
certain prospect of Victoria or Eaquimalt 
being made the terminus of the railway. 
Mr. DeOosmoa was then a member of the 
Dominion parliament. Be was haunted 
with a burning desire to (Miter tho Ottawa 
cabinet. Had Air. Mackenzie gratified 
thu ambition of Mr. DeC. it is not un- 
reasonable 10 suppose that ho would 
have withdrawn his opposition lo a set- 
tlement of tho difficulty on a basis which 
wus better than the province accepted ten 
years later. But Mr. McKenzie could 
not recognize in tho presumptuous as- 
pirant the material requisite for a cabinet ' 
minister, and tl.it ly refused to consider j 
his claims. About this time another cause I 
of disgruntlement arose. Mr. DeCoamos 
has a brother named Smith— the present 
publisher of the StandarJ. He tlie;i 
posed as an ''architect" (?) and hud been I 
Appointed by Mr. Mackenzie, through his \ 
brother's influence, clerk of thu works of 
the new postotfico building, on Govern- 
ment street. In his official capacity it 
became his duty to inspect and puss the 
•tone and mason work of that structure. 
Before the building was well under way 
the brick safe in the basement fell with 
ils own weight and nearly killed two men; 
and when tho front wall reached tho roof 
it began to crumble away like so much 
sugar or salt. Afier every rainstorm 
great pieces of the wall became detached, 
and falling to the sidewalk with a 
"dull thud," endangered human life 
and limb. Hundreds of persons who were 
here at the time will remember the feeling 
of apprehension with which people entered 
or left the building. In consequence of 
well grounded complaints Mr. Smith was 
removed from bis position anil a black mark 
stands to this day against liis name on the 
books of the public works department at 
Ottawa. After the building had been com- 
pleted and occupied the facade had to be 
pulled down and rebuilt at a cost of $1 7,000 
to the Dominion treasury. In making ox- 
cavationB in the yard tbv workmen turned 
up sixtten anchors, which should have been 
built in the walls, buried three feet under 
ground! From tho hour when Mr. Macken- 
zie said to the publisher of thu Standard, 
"No more be officer of mine," and refused 
to recognize the ability of the would-be 
cabinet minister, dated the hostility of the 
Standard to the propositions of Mr. Kdgar. 
There was 110 question of Dominion politics 
involved in the negotiations. All The Col- 
onist and the then opposition asked was 
that the proposition of Mr. Kdgar should 
be placed before tho people by a dissolu- 
tion of the house. This reasonable request 
was refused. Had it been complied with 
we are firmly of opinion that the electors 
would have accepted the offer aud the rail- 
way would have reached salt water through 
Bute Inlet — a most important considera- 
tion for the people of this part of the prov- 
ince—and nearly nine yours of heartburn- 
ing would have been spared. A great blun- 
der was made by the then government in 
refusing to negotiate with Mr. Edgar; and 
proof that tho people were of tho samo 
opinion will bo found in the fact that the 
men who were thou in power were after- 
wards repudiated and punished by depriva- 
tion of office by tho indignant electors. 
Later on Mr. DeCostnoB was rejected at the 
polls and it is doubtful that should he sver 
offer himself for the humblest position with- 
in the gift of the electors if his services 
would be accepted. Tho facts wo have 
narrated are well known to all residents of 
twelve yoarsago. The real "traitors" were 
the men who started the "Fight Canada" 
cry, and kept it up until tho Smiths gov- 
ernment came into power, when the diffi- 
culty was settled in a few weeks. The 
"Fight Canada" policy involved missions 
to England, gi eon turtle soup and cham- 
pagne at tho ox pense of the proviuoo, and 
the agitation was kept up to givo a lot of 
lazy politicians an easy living at the ex- 
pense of the country. 



DISINGENUOUS. 



Tho ovening Times which, as a strictly 
independent paper, can novor resist a 
ilup at tho prusout government, in com- 
menting upon tho remarks of one of the 
speakers at Wednesday's banquet, aays 
that tho result of tho vote cast through- 
out tho province in favor of the govern- 
ment candidates was f>,495, and against, 
6,631— an adverse majority of 'M. But 
the mode by which this ingenuous journal 
arrived at its conclusion was by adding 
the votes given to independent candidates 
to those cast for tho opposition; ever 
trying to make black appear white after 
as well as before the elections, Since the 
eloctions wo have exhibited "h disposition 
to give local politics somewhat of a 
"rest," and have compassionately re- 
frained from taunting our contemporary 
upon the remarkable rovorsal of all his 
violent prophoeies; though wo are afraid 
the consideration has been misapplied 
The overwhelming victory of tho govern- 
ment was enough for us; and so it will 
prove, wo believe, though in a different 
sense, to tho noisy Jeremiah who c-von 
now refuses to accept the inevitable — to 
acknowledge what is patent to every un- 
prejudiced mind — that tho verdict of tho 
people is an almost unanimous one in 
favor of the present administration. Tho 
eloctors chose wisely aud well; sending to 
the house an able and intelligent body of 
men; and judiciously ignoring the loud- 
mouthed ranters, chronic growlers, and 
nincompoops.

A Chapter on CnnndiiN tiiime 
Resources. 



(Advance Sheets Canadian QsEotte.) 

The western transept of the Central Gal- 
lery iB devoted almost exclusively to natur- 
al history specimens of all kinds from all 
pans of the Dominion. The most conspicu- 
ous feature is naturally the commanding 
game trophy occupying tho centre. This 
trophy ia diagonal in shape, though of 
such a formation as to allow considerable 
width for display on the north, south, east, 
aud west sides. Upon the main part of 
tho structure are tastefully grouped speci- 
mens of animals aud heads mostly from 
their habitat, Manitoba aud the northwest 
territories. The greater portion of theso 
has been collected by Mr. J, H. Hubbard, 
president of tho Manitoba Gun Club, in his 
northwestern wanderings, and their variety 
uud excellence as well as their judicious ar- 
rangement de him great credit. 

Manitoba and the northwest may now be 
said to form tho 

ONLY BUNTING FIELD 

left undisturbed in North America, for there 
is nothing of the kind remaining in the 
United States. Thus on the trophy, in the 
centre of the east side, may bo found an 
immense mooso measuring as much as 
eighteen hands three inches in height, set 
up with great faithfulness to nature, while 
of mooso heads there are as many as seven- 
teen, oue of them measuring five feet three 
inches from horn to horn. Near at hand 
will be seen an excellent head of a young 
cariboo; also the head of the black-tail deer 
as well as a very large elk from Bake Win- 
nipeg. On one of the smaller sides of the 
trophy a lino elk head from Lake Manitoba 
will be noticed, while other good specimens 
of elk heads are from the same part. All 
these species of game are quite abundant 
on the shores of bake Manitoba, 
Lake Winnipeg, and through Kee- 
watiu. On the west shores of 
Lake Manitoba ttie | elk or wapiti, as 
it is at times, though [not quite correctly 
called is more abundant than in any 
other portion of the North- West. Nor- 
way House, Nelson liiver, is as yet un- 
touched — has, in fact, seen no hunter's 
footsteps, lu the Pesos [liver district 
this class of largo game is also very abun- 
dant. The region is indeed unexplored, 
known only by the Hudson Bay officers 
and Stobart, Eden & Co.'s represen- 
tatives, who with tho Indians constitute 
the inhabitants. Eagle Pass, in the 
(Jold Range, is a favourite resort for the 
cariboo. Of the buffalo, some excellently 
set heads are shown on all sides of tho 
trophy. This famed reminder of former 
days is now of course extinct, and sports- 
men must not go to the North- West in 
anticipation of such excellent sport as it 
would afford, unless indeed it bo true as 
reported that it may still be found in the 
Peace River country. The only herd 
known to exist is now under tho careful 
guardianship of the governor of tho pen- 
itentiary at Stoney Mountain. Here 
they 10 im on the open prairie, unworried 
by BDortamen and their every want pro- 
vided. The buffalo heads shown by Mr. 
Hubbard on tho trophy are from Wood 
Mountain and Medicine Hat. Above the 
entrance on the north side of the trophy 
is another valuable buffalo head, lent by 
Messrs. Pocock it Co., formerly of Lon 
don, and now of Souris, the Animal hav- 
ing been shot by Mr. Pocock himself. 
But in all these diatricts tho last of the 
bufl'alos has disappeared. The sole re- 
maining link with the past is tho collec- 
tion of bleached bones scattered over the 
prairie, and even theso are fast following 
tho fate of tho buffalo itself under the 
grasping hand of commercial enterprise. 
Of deer, Mr. Hubbard shows a good head 
for Southern Manitoba, as well as two of 
the black-tail deer already mentioned. 
The Geological Survey of Canada ex- 
hibit an almost perfect specimen of the 
Virginia deer, shot near Ottawa last win- 
ter, as well as two cariboo heads. 
These latter are from Nova Scotia, 
where, in hilly parts, 

THE CARIBOO 

is still abundant. They may also be fre- 
quently met with in the counties of Gasoe 
and Bonaventuro, in E istoru Quebec. Of 
tho musk ox Mr. Hubbard's collection 
contains an admirable head and skin, cer- 
tainly one of tho finest exhibits. It is 
from the barren grounds of the Mackenzie 
river. Indeed, it ia only between this 
point and Hudson's Bay, extending far 
into the Arctic region, that the musk ox 
is mot with, and it is from theae parts 
that the musk 01 furs find thoir way to 
Foct Churchill and thence into English 
markets. 

Among other prominent specimens are 
tho Rocky mountain sheep and two Rocky 
mountain goats, ono of the latter con- 
tributed by tho Geological Survey. These 
may be found at lar^o within twenty or 
thirty miles of tho line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway in the Canadian National 
Park at Band', as well as at Canmoro and 
Morleyville, on tho eastern slopo of the 
mountains— a region which must soon be- 
come a favorite resort with sportsmen and 
tuurista, for whoso reception ample pro- 
vision ia being made. Tho park lias now 
boon takon over by tho Canadian govern 
ment, and a Winnipeg physician is en- 
gaged in building a sanatorium in close 
proximity to the famous hot springs of 
Banff. And when shouting in this distriol 
excellent guides may be found in the 
Stoney Indians -honest, straightforward, 
aud finely-built men, probably tho host of 
the Indian races inhabiting the North- 
west. Tho silver-tipped, or 

OKIZZLV BKAK, 

the Ursui horribilit of the naturalist, is 
represented on tho trophy. This species, 
us well is the black bear, is from the 
mountains, wiero it is yet found, though 
not in abundance, lu tho Poaco Rivor 
country it may still bo met in groat num- 
bers with tho 1 innamon and black bear. 
To the white bear, contributed by the 
fisheries department, special interest at- 
taches, in that it was killed last year in 
Hudson's strait by tho officers of the 
Alert, during 'her voyage to Fort 
Churchill with supplies for the observa- 
tion stations established to test tho feasi- 
bility of tho proposed Hudson's Bay route. 
On this trip a largo quantity of game was 
secured, including five of theso white 
hoars, and much ether game as well as 
seals, of which 0110, the hooded eeal, is 
shown in the present collection. Other 
indications are not wanting of the possi- 
bilities of an extension of this branch of 
trade in the Hudson's Bay region. Enough 
is certainly known to show that 

FI.XHHHIKN 

of groat valuo may bo carried on its vari- 
ous parts, just as tho Hudson's Bay com- 
pany carried on at Little Whalo Rivor a 
very profitable fishery for tho white 
whalo. In tho mouths of tho greater 
number of tho rivers flowing into tho bay 
from tho south lino salmon are known to 
exist; and for many yoars individual Am- 
erican whalers have curried on a precari- 



ous but profitable trade from various 
points. Another specimen of seal, tho 
harp seal, lent by tho geological survey, 
is frani the Gulf of St. Lawrence. As to 
tho cayotes, they are nearly all gone 
from the known parts of Canada; but in 
tho bush may bo found a good many 
wolves— so harmless, though, that they 
are not known aa liablo to co any one in- 
jury. The fine specimen of groy wolf 
shown by the geological survey is from 
tho prairies of tho North- West . 

Of gamo birds an offoctive display is 
made. The Hubbard collection of large 

HAMK BIBDS 

comprises tho wild goose, swan, crane, 
and many spocios of ducks — tho mallard, 
grey duok, teal, canvas back, porchard, 
and Wilson's Bnipo -with which almost 
every part of Manitoba abounds, though 
many EnBtern species, such as black duck, 
wood duck, aud a number of tho sea 
ducks, are seldom found in tho province. 
So plentiful, indeed, ere these birds ill 
their brooding places, the marshes of the 
prairie, that a dog to "set" the gamo ia 
out of the quostion, whilst, sportsmen 
without such aid have been known to bag 
aa many as fifty brace within two hours. 
The pinnated grouse and sharp- tailed 
grouse are alao very abundant, aud are 
apparently increasing in numbers owing 
to the stringency of the Manitoba gamo 
laws. Tho exhibit of the Geological 
Survey of Canada comprises some 300 
species shown on tho trophy and in glais 
cases, being, indeed, almost a complete 
representation of Canadian singing birds, 
game birds of all descriptions, and tho 
rapacious hirdB, such as tho hawk and 
owl. Of the grouse, partridge, and quail, 
thoro aro fourteen species; of tho plover 
and snipe, over forty— many of which aro 
valuable as food aa well as for game to 
the sportsmen — and of geese and ducks, 
aa many as forty four species. 

At the base of the trophy the enterprising 
firm of Messrs. O. It. Renfrew A Co., of 
Quebec, who are represented by Mr. Bolt, 
have a collection of furs, some of them of 
great excellence. Among manufactured 
goods Messrs. Ron dew show handsome car- 
riage and drawing room rugs, na well as 
ladies' fur jackets, and sets of which her 
majesty and Mrs. Laugtry are amoilg 

UKCKMT BtTTKItS. 
On the north side of the trophy Mr. 3. B. 
La Liberte, of St. Roche, Quebec, has a small 
but effective display of furs, from which the 
Queen recently made a purchase. 

Immediately opposite tho north side of 
the trophy is the exhibit from the Island of 
Auticosti, in the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Here 
oue of the proprietors of tho island, Mr. 
Stockwell, shows two tine black boars, male 
aud female, of which the distinguishing 
features is a grayness about the ears and 
snout. Specimens of the diver eagle, gull 
hawk, ducks, kingfishers, and other sea 
birds aro also shown, as well as models of 
tho vegetable growth, and excellent samples 
of the wood of tho island. The island is 
thickly wooded, though the trees aro not 
very large. The rivers, especially Juniper 
river, contain great numbers of salmon in 
the spring, and later iu the spring litorally 
teem with sea trout.

Of 
theso Hudson's Bay company's furs, a 
dark silver fox skin attracted the atten- 
tion of tho Queen during her recent visit 
to the Canadian Court.

Sir Henry Ponsonby and Sir Charles 
Tuppor, the offer haB been accepted. 

ill ICS. SARTOR IS. 

Revival oF the Stories of Her Cruel 
Treatment by Her Husband. 

Washington, duly 12. — A relative 
of the Grant family in this city is 
authority for tho statement that the 
married life of Mrs. Nellie Gaant Sar- 
toris is fur more humiliating hihI un- 
pleasant than has yet beer, made pub- 
lic. Mrs. Sartoris makes her home wiih 
her husband's .father, in the north of 
England. There according to all ac- 
counts she is treated us a sort of poor 
relation. Two rooms are set aside for 
the use of hersalf and children, and 
their meals aro furnished, but nothing 
else is given to them, either by her hus- 
band, or Mr. Sartoris, Sr. So far in- 
deed, as the younger Sartoris is con- 
cerned it is said that he has nst contri- 
buted a penny towards his wife's sup- 
port for years. It is a well known fuct 
that for two years prior to Gen. Grant's 
death remittances were regularly sent 
to Mrs. Sartoris, in order to provide 
herself and children with clothing and 
necessary articles. When General 
Grant became impoverished through 
the rascality of Ferdinand Wurd, the 
greatest regret the general is said to 
have expressed was that his poverty 
would prevent him from further assist- 
ing bis daughter, who had been practi 
cally supported by his bounty. 

All members of the Grant family, 
who still contribute to the support of 
Mrs. Sartoris and her children, have 
urged Airs. Sartoris to separate from 
her husband and return to America. It 
is said Mrs Grant made such n request 
only a few months since, after learning 
of some fresh indignity being inflicted 
on her daughter by Sartoris But Mrs. 
Sartoris replied that she would not en- 
tertain such a proposition for a mo- 
ment, und added indignantly that she 
would refuse to sustain relations of 
any character with her family if thoir 
importunities did not cease. 

Meanwhile Sartoris is traveling 
about England spending the meager 
allowance his father gives him among 
companions of his own kind. Reports 
which reach hero from New York say 
that Sartoris has been absent from his 
wife since lust spring and she hears 
from him only ut long intervals.

A.X UNOKIflOVS BOOH. 

The New Diotionarv xow in Prepamation 
in England, 

Nbw York World. 

"Ju.st outside of London thoy are at 
work on the biggest hook in the 
world," said a New York publisher, re- 
cently returned from u trip to England. 
"It will be more than four times as 
large as Webster's Dictionary, and will 
contain something like 8,000 pages. It 
is to be ideal dictionary of the Eng- 
lish language and will supersede all 
pre-existing authorities. It has long 
been realized by scholars that the Eng- 
lish language is deficient in this respect. 
The French have two dictionaries, that 
of M. Litre and of the Academy, that 
are far superior to our own. Tho Wor- 
terbuch of the German brothers 
(J rim in is still more exhaustive and 
authoritative. Even tho Portuguese 
dictionary, by Vieira, decidedly sur- 
passes anything in English. But tho 
British Philological Society proposes to 
til! this yawning yap in our reference 
books. This society holds that a dic- 
tionary should an inventory of the 
language, and that its doors should be 
opened to all words, good, bad and in- 
different. This new work will not be 
confined to definitions and cross refer- 
ences. The liff history of each word 
will lju fully given, with a quotation 
from some standard writer showing its 
shades of meaning and the varitions in 
its usage from one generation to an- 
other. The work was originally started 
in 1859, but the death of editors, finan- 
cial embarrassments and changes in 
the plans have interrupted its progresb. 
It is now hopod that the book may bo 
pushed to its completion without un- 
necessary delay. The amount of re- 
search und reading yet to be accom- 
plisued is very great, and there are on 
hand some 3,000,000 or -1,000,000 
slips which require patient classfica- 
tion. Tim next, century will probably 
open before lha dictionary can be 
placed in complete form upon the li 
briny shelves. But the advance of 
sheets, devoted to the first letters of 
the alphabet, which have already heen 
issued, have met with the most favora- 
ble comment, from scholars, and give 
promise that the English language ia 
to have at last a lexicography worthy 
of its literature."

A Victoriu Bnrbcr Poiscns 
Himself iiiid Son. 

The Oregonian reports that on Mon- 
day morning lust, Otto Dupont and Wil- 
lie Dupont, his seven-year old son, were 
found dead in their bed at the residence 
of J. Kirby, No. 113 C stroet, where they 
had occupied a room since the 21st of 
April laBt. They had retired at the usual 
hour the evening before, and about 6 
o'clock yesterday morning Mr. Dupont 
was heard to oome down stairs and shortly 
after to go back to his room. Neither of 
them .having come down stairs at 11 
o'clock, Mrs. Kirby called tho boy, who 
boarded with her, and receiving no an- 
swer went up stairs and rapped on the 
door of their room and called again, aud 
still receiving no reply, she peoped into 
the room and saw both father and son in 
bed dead. She was greatly horrified and 
at once alarmed tho neighbors. Tho cor- 
oner was notified and took charge of tho 
remains. A cup was found on a shelf 
near the bod which was found to contain 
cyanide of potassium, the liquid form of 
prusaic acid. 

In the afternoon an inquest was held. 
The jury found that Otto Dupont and 
Willie his sou came to their deaths from 
tho effects of cyanide of potassium admin- 
istered by Otto Dupont with the intent of 
destroying thoir lives. In the pocket of 
Mr. Dupuut was found a letter written 
in German purporting to give his reasons 
for committing the terrible deed. It 
stated that he came to San Francisco from 
Chicago six years ago and worked for 
Goldstein & Kohn, hair dealers on Mar- 
ket street; that his wife was unfaithful 
and afterwards became insane aud was 
sent to tho asylum at Napa, lie thou 
went to Victoria and his wife being re- 
leasod came there to him causing him 
more trouble. Sho shortly became insane 
again and wan sent to the asylum at New 
Westminster where she now is. He 
states that his wife's paramour tried to 
poison him aud that he has since had 
palpitation of the heart. He concludes 
by saying that he was out of money and 
felt worse than a vvoim and bid decided 
to do away with himself to get rid of his 
sorrows. " 1 will be with my son Willie 
where we will both be better off. You 
will find S10 on me which will bo sufli 
cient to bury tne and my son." Dupont 
was a wigmaker and harbor by trade. He 
had roomed at Mrs. Kirby 's ever sinco ho 
came to this city. He never seemed 
troubled aboul funds, and never com- \ 
plained of his health, except that onco he 
said that his heart troubled him. James 
Connolly, a lad who had played with the 
Dupont boy, testified that he had heard him 
say that his mother was dead and be was 
glad ot it. Also that ho said on Sunday 
ovening that ho would be dead himself very 
soon. The bodies were viewed at the morgue

Hay Loader. 

A new hay loader has been recently 
patented by Mr. Spilman, of Dakota. 
This hay loader collects the hay from the 
ground, raises it to a suitable height, aud 
discharges it upon the hay rack of the 
wagon. The wheels are rigidly attached 
to the sue, to which, or to the spokes of 
the wheels, is secured a large drum. The 
ends of the uxlo revolve in bearings near 
the rear ends of aido bars of a frame, the 
forward part of which is provided with 
a staple to engage with a hook attached 
to the rear end of a hay rack. To the 
upper ends of inclined and properly 
braced standards secured to the forward 
ends of the side bars, is jourualild a small 
cylinder. Around the two cylinders 
are passed eudlesa belts united by 
cross bars, to which are attached 
teeth having their outer parts curved for- 
ward slightly, so that they will take hold 
of the hay more surely, and carry it up 
the elevator and discharge it more readily 
at the upper end. Upon a crass bar 
uniting the rear ends of two bars pivoted 
to the ends of the axle are held the rake 
teeth, which are bent fowArd and then 
downward, and their lower parts are 
curved forward until the lower ends are 
near .the ground beneath the axle. As
